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If Cooke goes to the penitentiary today or 
tomorrow morning, as is confidently expected, 
thie will close one of the hardest battles ever 
fought by a convicted man to escape im- 
prisonment. In his fight to retain his liberty 
Mr. Cooke has been assisted by some of the 
most influential politicians of the state: 
Though convicted of stealing §25,000 from 
the taxpayers of Cook county, he numbers 
as hie faithful personal friends many hun- 
Gteda, a large share of whom owe their 
prosperity and perhaps their living to the 
influencé that he wielded until recently as a 
political bose. 

The last act of service done by one of 
these friends was that of Chris Mamer, clerk 
of the Supreme court of Illinois. Mamer 
held up for weeks the mandate of the Su- 


tlary until Cooke had a chance to go down 
to Washington. State’s Attorney Healy was 
on the point of declaring the convicted man 
a fugitive from justice when he returned. 

The general belief among those who hed 
heard the arguments for Cooke’s release as 
presented during several days by his attor- 
neys befere Judge McEwen was that they 
had not made out a case. It is understood 
| they gave up. last.

The attorneys for the prisoner have one 
vast chance. They can carry their petition 
for habeas corpus to another judge of the 
tower court, and then to another, and so on 
ad infinitum. Attorney Elbridge Hanecy, 
chief counsel for Cooke, would not admit that 
this fs his plan, but he quoted authorities to 


man seeking liberty. 

„There never was a plainer case put be- 
fore a court,” said Mr. Hanecr. I cannot 
teli what the outcome will be. I hope and 
expect that Cooke will be freed. We have 
sought for a judge who would be brave 
enough to stand against popular prejudice 
and uphold the right in this matter. We 
may seek a writ before another judge. I am 
not prepared to say. There is no question of 
clay here in order to get the case before the 
Supreme court.“ 

Cooke has been advised by his closest 
friends, it was said last night, to go to Joliet, 
take his medicine, and get it over with. 
Cooke would have gone to the penitentiary 
long ago, some of his friends said, but put up 
the strongest fight that he could on account 
of his mother, who always has believed in 
his innocence. Cooke was with her last 
night. 


_ Claimed He Was Jobbed. 


In the arguments made for the convicted 
man’s release it was claimed that he was 
jobbed by the state’s attorney. The indict- 
ment, it was argued, was incomplete for 
the reason that it did not name the others 
concerned in the crime. Cooke's claim has 
been all along that he did not commit the 
thefts from his office by means of maintain- 
ing dummies on the payroll, but that the 
grafting was done by Deputy Clerks Bradley 
and Seinwurth. 

The state’s answer to this was that Brad- 
ley, who turned state’s evidence, and the 
other man did not receive any of the pro- 
ceeds of the grafting, but that it all went to 
Cooke. Cooke declared he was innocent and 
that Bradley was the one who should have 
been sentenced to the peniténtiary. 

Another argument advanced for Cgoke’s 
release on habeas corpus was that he was 
indicted for conspiracy to obtain monéy by 
false pretenses, dat was sentenced to the 
penitentiary for conspiracy to defraud. 

Cooke’s conviction was brought about by 
an investigation of the Citizens’ association, 
which uncovered the evidences of his graft.

POLICE OLD IF ARTERIES ARE 


ia F 
To Be Retired in Order of Unfit- 
ness Chiefly by This Test. 


FAT ALSO A LARGE FACTOR. 


Examinations Begin Today in Charge 
of Health Commissioner. 


How old are your arteries?’ 

This is the main question which will be put 
to the policemen summoned. before the re- 
tiring board on account of physical disabil- 
ity. Not being expected to be able to answer 
it offhand, it will be answered for them by 
an accurate scientific test. 

Next will come the qu 

How much excess 
of fat do you carry around?’ 

This also will be determined scientifically, 
Some policemen are sensitive about this mat- 
ter and they might not give correct answers, 
There is a general idea in Chicago that the 
average policeman ig altogether too fat, but 
it may be all wrong. 


Will Search for Defects. 


Then there will be other inquiries, all to be 
anewered by the medical examiner and not 
the policeman, ag to the existence of chronic 
rheumatism, heart, kidney, or lung disease, 
end other things which go to determine the 
physical fitness of a man to do police work, 
but as these troubles are not universal the 
tests, which will go all along the line, will be 
the arterial and the weight ones. 

When all the information has been gath- 
ered it will be tabulated into a history sheet 
which will look like a combination of batting 
and fielding averages at the end of a baseball 
season. The difference will be that the po- 
liceman at the head of the list will be the 
first one slated for retirement instead of the 
player all the managers are looking for. 


Science vs. Pull. 

The plan, in short, is one of science vs. 
“pull,” and the physicians will do ali the 
work. About all the part which Civil Serv- 
ice Commissioner Elton Lower seems to have 
in the program, as president of the board, 
is to certify for retirement the men who 
shall have been scientifically shown to be 
in tue worst physical condition. 

“It Has been determined beyond dispute 
that a man is as old as his arteries,” said 
Health Commissioner Evans yesterday, in 
expiaining the plan on which the retiring 
board will work. 

“ While it is a universal rule that asa man 
grows older his arteries harden, yet the 
process of hardening does not move evenly 
wits the years. The arteries of a man of 50 
may be harder than those of another man 
of GS. It depends on the way hdhas lived. 


Fat and Chronic Ailments. 

“ Another element entering is the question 
of -fat. The man carrying too much fat is 
manifestly not so active or so healthy as the 
one whose weight is normal. Then, there are 
cases where men have chronic rheumatism, \ 
heart trouble, or other diseases. This all 
goes against his physical fitness.” 

The machine for testing the arteries ig a 
hollow rubber band put around the biceps of 
the arm and connecting with a rubber tube 
which runs to a common pump bulb in the 
hand. By working the edt e 
examined forces air into the band around 
the arm until it swells enough to stop the 
pulse. A mercury standard attached in- 
dicates how much pressure this takes. 

The test for fat will be on the “ displace- 
ment theory. A man of a certain measure 
ment ought to weigh a certain number of 
pounds, and if it is more the excess lie fat. It 
is like an overloaded ship sinking too deeply 
in the water.

Whose Wages Were Withheld.

Investigators of State Feeble Minded 
Home to Hear Charges. 


New charges of misconduct on the part of 
officials of the State Home for the Feeble 
Minded at Lincoln, Hl., were made yesterday 
by Dr. F. T. Varney of O'Fallon, Ill. Dr. 
Varney told of an experience he had with an 
inmate of the institution, revealing an un- 
usual state of affairs. The matter will prob- 
ably be brought to the attention of the in- 
vestigating comanittee, which will resume its 
probe at Lincoln today. 


Dr. Varney’s Statement. 
In a letter to Taz Trisunw Dr. Varney 


id: 

On Feb. 9, 1907, I was called in consulta- 
tion by Dr. C. E. Pierce of this city to assist 
in amputating the crushed finger of a feeble 
minded man by the name of Frank Franz. 
The patient suddenly disappeared before the 
hand had healed, and George Beckham 
and Herman Bertram, who brought him to 
me, claimed to know nothing of his where- 
abouts. 

To protect ourselves, Dr. Pierce and I 
started an investigation, revealing the fol- 
lowing condition of affairs: 

Under Gov. Yates, Samuel C. Smiley of 
O’Fallon was appointed a trustee for the 
Lincoln institution. By him George Beck- 
ham, also of this city, was appointed farmer 
at the Lincoln home. When Mr. Smiley was 
let out by Gov. Yates; after the building 
scandal, Beckham returned here, and brought 
with him this feeble minded inmate. 


, Collected Victim’s Wages. 15 

“ Beckham immediately hired this man to 
renters of Smiley’s relatives, part of the time 
to August Henry and later to Herman Ber- 
tram, in whose employ he was at the time of 
the accident, Both, Henry and Bertram hired 
him by the month and paid his wages to Mr. 
and Mrs. George Beckham. Phis continued 
for over four years. 

After the accident Beckham and Bertram 
paid for the medical services; and Beckham 
then placed the man on a train with a ticket 
for Lincoln. He was without baggage or 
money. Arriving there, he was sheltered one 
night at the institution and then turned over 
to the Logan county authorities, who sent 
him to the county farm. 


Whitewash by Grand Jury. 

“ There we found him, and brought him to 
this city, where we completed the treatment 
of his hand and then turned him over to the 
St. Clair county officials. The County court 
committed him to the poorhouse pending an 
investigation. and the April grand jury last 
year investigated the matter, but by the ad- 
vice of. State’s Attorney Fecklenberg gave 
it all a coat of whitewash, Later Judge Hay 
of the County court returned the man to Lin- 
coln. 

„The Beckhams collected several hundred 
dollars earned by this man, and never spent 
anything on him. The Beckhams after this 
exposure left the state, and have not re- 
turned.“ i
